WASHINGTON fAP) — Two 
Senate Republicans, one a dove, 
the other a hawk, warned Hanoi 
Saturday that a step-up in com¬ 
bat tactics would refuel the war 
in South Vietnam with conse¬ 
quences sought by neither side.

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A Little Bit of Carter

So far as the very rich are concerned, the 
basic income tax will be lowered as Carter 
recommended, but Mr. Benson hopes to catch this 
class on its capital gains. 

Where the Canadian capital gains tax is 
different from those of other countries is that it 
will be part of the normal income tax schedule’. 

The valuation will be chosen secretly and 
announced one evening shortly before the new 
legislation comes into effect. 

Persons holding discount bonds or other 
securities will not be taxed when their holdings are 
redeemed at par, but those who subsequently buy 
discount bonds will have to pay the tax. 

Mr. Benson says his capital gains tax will be 
more simple to operate than either the U.S. or 
British method. Capital gains or losses will be 
reported annually and the tax or tax relief will be 
based on the individual's marginal tax rate. So 
that the blow, may be softened, capital gains taxes 
in abnormal cases may be averaged out over five 
years. 

Dividend tax credits are to go and will be 
replaced by an allowance of half what the 
corporation has already paid in tax on the 
dividend, and the oil and mining injustries have 
been given a much less severe treatment than they 
would have received through Carter.’ 

At this early stage, it looks a fairly plausible 
White Paper, but whether it will simplify the 
system of taxation is another matter. 


A FIRST IMPRESSION of the new Canadian 
system of taxation which Finance Minister 
Benson hopes to pilot through to Parliament’s 
approval is that it is a well-watered down version 
of the Carter Royal Commission recommendations. 

He has not accepted the theory that “a buck is 
a buck is a buck,” but he has greatly widened the 
scope of what is regarded as taxable mainly 
through the introduction of a unique capital gains 
tax proposal. 

If capital gains is a Carter baby, then the 
Royal Commission has achieved one of its major 
points. On the other hand its recommendation that 
tax should be a family unit affair has been passed 
over as deterrent against the state of Holy 
Matrimony and instead new child care allowances 
up to $2,000 for cases in which father and mother 
are working are to be instituted. The White Paper 
has also declined to merge personal and corporation 
taxes although it has taken some steps that will 
bring thejn into closer relationship. 

On the basis that all tax news is likely to be 
bad news, the White Paper will be looked upon 
with disfavor in many circles, but for those who 
make less than $ 10,000 a year, and who do not 
expect to make any capital gains, there will be 
some tax reliefs. 

So far as the regularly employed are 
concerned the new tax base will hit hardest those 
in the $10,000 to $15,000 bracket, those who are 
moderately comfortably off. 

On the other hand, the increase of personal 
exemptions to $1,400 from $1,000 for a single 
person, and to $2,800 from $2,000 for a couple will 
help those with below $10,000 of income.

Even an apparently simple innovation like chang¬ 
ing time-tables involves research and a startling 
amount of work. 

The recent study on school utilization by the Depart¬ 
ment of Education touched lightly on reorganization of the 
school day but didn’t venture Into details. A new study just 
off the press, researched by a North Vancouver high school 
principal, points the way toward flexible scheduling and its 
social implications for British Columbia. 

The study is by Allan G. 

Stables, principal of Hands- 
worth Secondary School, who 
spent 1968 on a teaching 
fellowship sponsored by the 
Dome Petroleum company. 

Dome has sponsored six'edu¬ 
cational studies already and 
has eight more underway. 

Mr. Stables set out to 
examine toe problems and 
implications of changing 
traditional high school organi¬ 
zation. He was challenging the 
long-accepted system whereby 
an entire class studies each 
subject for the same length of 
time regardless of individual 
student differences.

“Despite an historical con¬ 
cern of teachers for Indi¬ 
viduals, the typical North 
American school has been 
organized in tiie name of both 
economy and efficiency, for 
tiie teaching of groups,” Mr. 
Stables declares. 

"Teachers and students 
were programmed toward a 
training-oriented goal. This, in 
turn, allowed repetition, rou¬ 
tine, grouping for economy, 
and broad classification for 
efficiency.

This produced an irate reac¬ 
tion in Canadian newspapers 
and from R. B. Bennett himself.

Baldwin appealed on the 
grounds of historic value and a 
storm of public abuse broke 
loose upon him, ooupled with 
the charge that he had left 
Britain defenceless by failing to 
rearm.

LONDON (CPI — The dig- 
for-vlctory land allotments that 
helped feed Britain during the 
food scarcities of two world 
wars have turned into "horticul¬ 
tural slums," says a report to 
the government urging a clean 
sweep of the whole concept of 
allotment use. >. 

The Thorpe committee, head¬ 
ed by Prof. Harry Thorpe of 
Birmingham University, says 


these garden patches, usually 
linked to the efforts of low-in¬ 
come earper* to grow some of 
their own food, should be turned 
into leisure gardens primarily 
for family recreation. 

Allotments have been a way 
of life in Britain ever since the 
day? of Queen Elizabeth I when 
the provision of a small plot of 
land formed part of the charity 
for the working poor. There the 
family could grow a few vegeta¬ 


bles and perhaps a few pears 
and apples or even a few flow¬ 
ers to be sold to the more af¬ 
fluent folk. 

At the height of the Second 
World War about 1,<00,000 Brit¬ 
ons held plots of about one-quar¬ 
ter acre or so. They dug with a 
vengeance as the government 
pleaded for more home-grown 
food to overcome the rigidities 
of wartime diet. 

But, as an indication erf how 


Britain has changed, only 600.- 
000 plots or allotments are still 
rented under the token annual 
payment of about 15 shillings 
(11.951. And of these about 20 
per cent are derelict and only 43 
per cent still produce fruit and 
vegetables.

are located on what now has be¬ 
come valuable land, priced at 
about £20,000 ($52,000) an acre 
If used for housing.

According to Dr. Samuel Epatein, a 
toxicologist at the Children Cancer Reaearch 
Foundation in Boa tan. * Pandora'* boat of 
newly recognized possibilities is offtnlng up.

LOS ANGELES — About eight yean ago a 
group of scientists investigating liver disease 
in sheep in Norway stumbled onto a 
discovery with implications which could 
make the recent cyclamate uproar appear to 
be a summer breeze. 

They discovered that a very potent cancer- 
causing chendoal can be farmed by the 
innocent mixing of two compounds commonly 
found to foods around the world. 

The implications of this finding, and 
■peculations built upon it, could result in 
important revisions of food and drag 
regulations. 

In tracking down the cause of the sheep 
liver disease the Norwegians implicated a 
class of chemicals called nitroeamines. 

Nitroaasntoes are regarded as extremely 
potent canoer-causing agents which have 
been found capable of producing turners to a 
wide rang* of organa MSd to every species of 
animal on which fey have been tested. 

Fuithe*snore, they ail do It at very small 
con u entoations — only 8 parts per ntiHfan. 

Nltrn—mines are Donned by the toteraotion 
of nitrates and amines. Nitrates an widely 
used as food preservatives. Amines are 
naturally present to certain foods, one of 
them being fish. 

The Norwegian sheep disease was found to 
be related to meal made of herring which 
bad been preserved wth sodium nitrate. Some 
of the batches of meal had nitros amine 
concentrations as high as 100 ppm. 

But this Is only one part of the new 
knowledge beginning to soouimdate about the 
toxic and other effects of chemicals we 
Ingest, inhale or otherwise come in contact 
with. 

As techniques far measuring infinitesimal 
amounts of toxic materials become more 
sensitive and scientists became more inquisi¬ 
tive, passible new hazards in foods, drugs 
and a number of environmental agents begin 
to become app a rent

Dr. Efestein and others soy there are 

probably a large number of other food 
additives, drugs and environmental agents 
which produce potentially harmful by¬ 
products during metabolism, although in 
their originally tested farm they are 
generally regarded as safe. 

Still other possibilities exist, he says. 

For example, it is now becoming clear that 
the effects of drugs can be significantly 
altered by the presence in the body of ether 
chemicals which have been ingested as food 
additives or perhaps even Inhaled from 
polluted air. 

When mice were given a certain dose of 
barbiturates (a sleeping pill) it was found 
that they slept for about 40 minutes. But if a 
chemical railed plperonly butoxide (FBI was 
given at the same time, the mice slept for 
300 minutes.

The question about why the Pro¬ 
vincial Museum is made from Italian 
marble and Burmese teakwood is not 
one that bothers the museum people 
anymore. 

They thought at first that purely 
British Columbian materials would 
have been more suitable in a building 
complex mainly concerned with the 


preservation of the history and pre¬ 
history of the province it serves. 

But it’s a small point with them 
now. The architects and engineers 
some time ago prevailed with their 
explanation that B.C.’s natural ma¬ 
terials just won’t stand up to the ele¬ 
ments and the wear and tear that 
public institutions fall heir to. 

And the museum, archives build¬ 
ing and curatorial tower are now per¬ 
manent parts of Victoria’s Inner Har¬ 
bor backdrop, tourist attraction to 
many thousands, easily the most 
spectacular production to come out 
of Public Works, and a multi-motif 
architectural enigma that is built to 
withstand the worst earthquake that 
the Pacific Northwest ever is ex¬ 
pected to muster.

The facade of the curatorial tow¬ 
er, as passersby will have noticed, is 
almost complete. Only a few tiles re¬ 
main to be plastered in place. 

The inside is not far behind. On 
the top three floors, there is a little 
platoon of museum workers who have 
moved in unheralded with their 
equipment. 

Premier Bennett's home-owner 
bounty is in demand, and the office 
space to administer this was needed 
in the east wing of the legislative 
buildings—the museum’s old home.

For an institution that supposedly 
lives for the past, this one has had a 
remarkably living history. 

Floor-layers have picketed it, one 
employee filched from it, a pump 
broke and put the basement under 
two feet of water, and for days last 
year, employee unrest threatened to 
break into a political issue. 

And then there was opening day, 
whep Lionel Thomas’ massive whal¬ 
ing sculpture rattled tea cups all 
over the peninsula. 

If there's any more controversy, 
it probably won’t be a surprise, and 
it won’t do any harm.

SAVOONGA, Alaska (Reu¬ 
ters) — Marie Tooiie wields 
a deft ulu. 

Like most Eskimo women, 
she finds this unique knife, a 
crescent blade attached to a 
palm-fitting handle, endlessly" 
useful when cutting or scrap¬ 
ing is needed in preparing food 
and clothing from the animals 
of the sea. 

The ulu has been important 
in Eskimo culture since time 
immemorial. Bebore explor¬ 
ers, whalers and other visi¬ 
tors introduced metal, the Es¬ 
kimos shaped this tool, and 
others as well, from hone, 
stone, or walrus-tusk ivory. 

Today when many modem 


tools are used regularly, the 
ulu, or women's knife, is still 
a favorite. 

Marie's skill goes beyond 
tasks of cutting meat from 
hide, scraping skins clean fix- 
sewing, or slicing seal, walrus 
or fish and birds into pieces 
for drying on driftwood racks. 

With her ulu, Marie can sep¬ 
arate the top from the bottom 
layer of a walrus hide in even 
thicknesses as though the 
tough skin was laminated with 
a convenient perforated divid¬ 
ing line. Her work produces 
two skins which will be 
stretch-dried and then sewn 
into a covering for an "oomi- 
ak” or skin boat.

At noon, .combine 
meal (dry dog fo^d) and 
meat. In the evening, the 
same, with perhaps an egg- 
yolk added, but not the raw 
egg-white. He can't digest It. 
Provide water at all times, 
tfnd give him a vitamin 
supplement. 

Between four and six 
months cut him back to two 
meals a day. And at 10 
months — or at 14 to 16 
months for an active dog — 
give him just one.. Consider 
his weight and activity In 
planning Ms diet, and remem¬ 
ber that far more dogs are 
overfed than starved.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
study conducted by the United 
States agriculture department 
shows a railway bokcar can 
leak about six bushels of wheat 
through defective doors alone 
from the time it is loaded at a 
country elevator until It is 
dumped at a terminal market. 

The study was made in 1965 
and 1966 on a total of 1,989 in¬ 
coming boxcars at grain termi¬ 
nals in Kansas City, Minnea¬ 
polis and Chicago. 

Of the boxc ars inspected, the 
report said, 55 per cent had de¬ 
fects leading to leaks of grain 
such as corn, wheat ahd soy- 
beana." 

The most conclusive evidence 
was collected on wheat ship¬ 
ments, the report said, although 


a wide variety of information 
was tabulated on shipping losses 
for the other crops. 

No estimate of dollar loss was 
made on the basis of the latest 
survey.

ROSE OF SHARON—(A. J., 
Victoria): Hibiscus syrlacus, commonly 
known as Roee of Sharon, is a shrubby 
member of the hollyhock family, 8 to 10 
feet tall at maturity and with almost as 
much spread. It likes a position in full 
sun and a rich but well-drained sandy 
loam soil, and it blooms from about the 
middle of August to the end of 
September. There are about forty 
different varieties available, mostly in 
pink, white, rose, violet-blue and bluish 
purple. 

Hibiscus loves heat; these shrubs 
bloom their heads off in a warm, sunny 
summer but can be a bit chary with 
thesr blnaaoms in a cool and cloudy 
season. Very little pruning is required 
apart from shortening any branches 
which are sticking out too .far for 
symmetry. This is best done in March. 


The type of heliotrope commonly 
grown hereabouts is technically a 
perennial, but as it Is not winter-hardy, 
it is usually treated as a tender annual 
and started afresh from seed every 
spring. While the plants could be cut 
back and potted up in the fall to be 
wintered in a frost-free greenhouse, the 
first-year plants are better performers 
and have a richer, stronger scent.

CAMELLIA PROTECTION (E. B . 

Victoria) : Most of the camellias grown 
in this area are Japanese varieties 
which are quite hardy in our climate 
and need no special protection except to 
choose a location sheltered from too 
much wind. The buds and early 
blossoms are sometimes touched by 
frost, but they can withstand fairly 
severe freezing if they are shaded from 
the morning sun so they can thaw out 
slowly. For this reason, a west or 
northwest wall is best. 

Like most of the broad-leafed ever¬ 
greens, the camellia requires an acid 
soil, and this can be provided by mixing 
generous quantities of peat moss with 
the existing soil — in the case of older 
homes anyhow. The stucco walls and 
concrete foundations of new homes will 
sometimes “leak” free lime into the 
soil, contaminating it for acid-loving 
shrubs, and in such cases it is best to 
remove the old soil, replacing it with 
good loamy lop soil from elsewhere fn 
the garden, together with a little peat 
moss.

NEW GARDEN— (L. McA., 
Duncan): If the garden of the home to 
which you are moving has been 
cultivated reasonably well in the past, it 
shouldn't be necessary to apply a lot of 
rich manure or heavy doses of 
fertilizer. When you plant roses, shrubs, 
fruit trees, ornamentals and herbaceous 
jierennials, the ground does not need a 
great deal of enriching: in fact, too 
much stimulation can be bad, encourag¬ 
ing topgrowih before the roots are 
properly established. 

The chief need is to see that the soil 
is reasonably open and well drained, 
and of a texture congenial to the plant 
roots. Use peat moss freely in the^ 
planting sites, together with a little 
bone meal or superphosphate, but leave

and Mrs, Horace Calnan of 
Campbell River have received 
a letter from their son, Tom, 
who is recovering from a 
serious bout of typhoid in a 
Khartoum hospital. 

Mr. Calnan, 24. was taken 
111 last month while travelling 
from Cairo to visit friends in 
Nairobi, Kenya, and Johrmes- 
burg in South Africa. He was 
taken from the train to a Brit¬ 
ish hospital in Khartoum, plac¬ 
ed in isolation, and treated 
with drugs flown in specially 
from London and Lebanon. 

Mr. Calnan said he was 
feeling much stronger. He 
was out of isolation and was 
able to walk in the hospital 
garden. He said he had lost 35 
pounds but hoped to regain it 
as his diet progressed to more 
substantial fare. 

Mr. Calnan said: “I have 
been more or less In quar¬ 
antine for fear of spredlng the 
bug so I have been restricted 
to my room. I'm the only 
patient in the hospital. It's 
more of a clinic. 

“I put a scare into a good 
many people who heard about 
me and they have been 
coming in for their shots." 


However, he doubts whether 
he will be a typhoid carrier as 
tests have shown a negative 
reaction.

The T-shirt followed us for about 
50 yards, insisting that the only 
possible consolation for the death of 
his parents was two dinars for the 
cinema. He didn’t get two dinars.

These things may soon become a memory of the past 
unless outdoorsmen and nature lovers of B.C. wake up in time, for the two men who 
have made this delectable way of life possible are in need of help. They are ... 


Tlie Brarxlvold brothers were Norwegians who 
had left their native Norway to try life in tha 
New World. On first coming to Canada they had 
worked in the Cariboo, and it was while there 
that they had beard of the wonders of the 
Garibaldi dwtrict. 

Tlx* twr. brothers took s month out durine 
flmt summer of 1M1 and went to Garibaldi, going 
la at the northern end and camping for the full 
month. This was toe sort of country Ottar and 
EiaU were ueed to, and immediately they cqtrid 
see the great possibilities it held for high-counfry. 
hiking and etontoag. 

However, despite toe completed survey, and 
toe visits of the mountaineering club, it was still, 
to a great extent, virgin and unexplored. As such, 
wsb a dosed took with its alpine flowers in 
simmer. and the deep mows of winter seen maty 
by the mountain goats and the soaring golds 
eagles whose home it was. 

After that first trip, Ottar and Emil cheeked 
with 0)1. F C Beg of the Garibaldi Park board, 
to make sure there were no restrictions against 
exploration in toe area. Finding none, they made 
the suggestion that to the coming summers they 
should enter and camp to the Garibaldi area, 
making a full report of the country to the board, 
together with suggestions for possible roads and 
trails torwigh this beautiful mountainous region. 

This, the hoard was in favor of them doing,

«mtoriag, testing weather conditions, and. ill 
general, getting to know Garibaldi Park as no

Mr. Ixnglois was not the only one concerned. 
Also in 1215. the British Columbia Mountaineering 
Club passed a resolution to the effect that "it is 
desirable in the public interest to have a park 
reserve to the Mato Garibaldi area to include all 
those portions which have gi e a ter elevation than 
3.000 feet ebove sea level, in particular the area 
bounded by toe Mamquan and Pitt rivers, and

So It came about that by MOB the greater part 
of the north era seetioa of the park was reserved 
under the Prmineial Parks Act, but not until 19E7 
wft# the area definitely created a park, ht that 
tiige. it was placed in charge of a board of five 
members appointed by the then lieutenant- 
governor. This board had full control over such 
matters as land leases within toe oerk which was 
eventually to cover an area of 622,722 acres, or 
approximately 973 square miles.

many people would describe it as 
a track or trail or even a goat path 
not fit for wheeled vehicles. But as 
I have succeeded in driving it both 
ways and arrived safely, much to 
the astonishment of my frightened 
passengers, I let the definition 
stand . 

1 am a bit of a connoisseur of such roads, 
having sought them out for many years in the 
Columbia, notably in the Fraser Canyon which 
has much to offer in side-road thrills even 


though the old classic which started as the 
Cariboo Road from Yale has lost its mountain- 
road character and degenerated to a tame, broad 
speedway. 

I used to think the Bella Coola road was 
pretty good, and there were some really nice ones

Ranch; ranchers’ roads, steep, narrow tracks, zig¬ 
zagging up impossible cliffs to reach little 
benches of green alfalfa sometimes a couple of 
thousand feet above the river. 

You drive such tracks in low gear with your 
eyes strictly on -tf* road, wondering why they 
build them that way sloping off towards the drop. 
.(They don’t do it on purpose^ it’s the bank caving 


on the injide that makes the slope.) Then when 
you think you've got used to mountain roads you 
hit one like the Seton-Darcy road. Oh Brother! 

Strangely, the local people are not proud of 
their road. They want to see it improved. The 
people of Lillooet are especially interested 
because this'TI-mile stretch along the precipitous 
mountains that waH in Anderson Lake is the last 
link in a route which when drivable will connect 
lillooet and Squamish. In a sense it is drivable 
already, for bold people with four-w heel drives of 
vehicles with good clearance have been venturing 
over it for several years. 

Being accustomed to the terrain which leans 
pretty strongly to the perpendicular the local 
drivers have the advantage over outsiders. I 
believe they are a special breed nurtured in this 
nest of extremely steep mountains where road 
building is difficult and the results always 
interesting, tor all through the Lillooet, Seton and 
Anderson Lake country the pattern is the same.

Until a few year* agm 
the weathered signs placed by the B.C. Electric 
along the road over Mission Mountain from 
Shalattfi to Bridge River could a tin be read. The 
message was item: "Any employee of the 
Company caught exceeding 15 miles per hour on 


this road win be instantly feed." 

Hik road as I remember K Cram my first 
trip over it with mount ud pack horse in 1931 
has changed not at all over the years. It used to 
be the access road to the Pioneer and L-orne gold 
mines and of course to the dam and tunnel rites 
on Bridge River wf*ch B.C. Electric m 
developing at the time, bid now the road opened 
down the spectacular oanvon of fee Bridge River 
•cmecta fee mines directly with UllooeL 

If you take this road from LWooet and then 
go over Mission Mountain you ontne to Setoo 
Portage on a narrow neck of land which divides 
Set® and Anderson Lakes. Then you are ready to 
fane it, the road to Darcy. If you can navigate the 
next 17 miles you can travel on in comfort and 
security and finally sniff fee salty air of Howe 
Bound at Squamiah. 

When British Columbia was young the first 
rush of fee gold seekers towelled this route of the 
narrow lakes. From fee lower Fraser they 
reached Anderson Lake via Harrison Lake and 
Pemberton. Steamboats ptied on Anderson and 
Set® Lakes and a narrow guage railway with 
wooden rails handled fee freight on the portage 
between the two lakes. Mrs. J. A. Edwards of 
Seton can show you fea remains of this old 
railway grade where It crosses her property. 

LlUooet had its brief period of glory when the 
gold traffic came through- There was a ferry-on 
the Fraser near the town, and in 1861 a wagon 
road to Cariboo waa eoemnenoed, setting a 
pattern for all future roods in feis up-on-end- 
oountry. It crawled up the sagebrush hills and 
canyons to reach a summit of 5,000 feet on 
Pavilion Mountain, then dropped in a rush to 
Kelly Lake and the Cariboo country. 

The gold seekers soon developed a mom 
Afreet way and Lillooet found time* off the main 
route. It has been that way ever since, much to 
the aha grin of some of the more restless 
nrtdents. Yet Ullooet has a ro m a nt i c chares 
which will surely pass away If the world ever 
beats a path to its door. 

Alfeot^h the town seems quiet, progress has 
fdaoed Ha mark on the surrounding country and 
the broad slash of power transmission lines scar 
the mountains ia the vicinity, duoimis eontribw- 
tfons to a scene which greatly impressed a 
traveller to the Cariboo by fee Harrison route in 
18(3. “The scenery on this route," he wrote, 
“especially on Lakes Anderson and Seton, is 
enoeedlngiy wild and grand. Mountains rise 
abruptly from fee shares of the lakes oa both 
sides, sleep, rugged, and barren; and when we 
saw than their beaaty was Increased by the 
brill tent tints of fee Amerfeaa autLsna." 

The traveller saw fee lades from fee water 
level, and therefore missed fcelr most lovely 
aspect which is glimpsed from high up on the 
mountain where the road Hfmtw along its 
precarious route. 

This introduction having brought us to the 
historic portage between fea two lakes lets us 
press u n w a r d without delay. 

The road to Darcy takes off steeply, heading 
lor fea crags with which for moat of its length it 
to on terms of intimacy. S b I — wi faced locals used 
to tell the prospective fraveDer: “H yon can 
make the first Mil you can get through,'* which 
generally proved to be true.

She’s got bench leases on McGillivray Creek 
and a system of flumes cunningly laid out to 
shiiee the gravel in what fee claims is fee ancient 
channel of the creek. She’s held the property 
since 1933, and what better place to live the quiet 
life! But she’s beginning to noboe the traffic. 
“Too many people coming through." she 
complains, "not quiet any more, like it used to 


a stretch where you can shift into second gear 
and try a reckless 20 miles per hour, but 
generally the oonditkm of fee road rules out this 
sort of thing, being such that the driver's warning 
to his female passengers to “hang on to your 
bosoms," is frequently sounded. 

The tong, steep descent to Daroy at the head 
of Anderson Lake is the finale of this interesting 
17-mile trip. The safe arrival at fee bottom brings 
a feeing at relief as well as achievement, and 
here one can decide whether to make the return 
trip or travel on by ordinary roads. But a pause 
by the little cemetery near fee church is well 
trorth while. Here is a headstone dedicated to the 
memory at Joseph Joe, 119 years.

Not all who gp to fee 
mountains are thoughtful of their ohH gallons—as 
witness fee sad fate of fee Black Tusk Cabin an 
Garibaldi Lake This was left for use of hikers 
and campers without any supervision. This cabin 
is now closed and fallen Into decay because of 
tragic misuse. 

Many unknosriedgeabls people find their way 
Into the mountains. They believe they know It all 
and will come to no harm. So long as Emil and 
Ottar are on hand In the Diamond Head region 
these would-be adventurers may be accounted 
safe, since these two watchdogs are on constant 
guard to act as mountain guides, to warn of the 
dangers of avalanche and sudden white-outs; and 
to advise as to suitable clothing.

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A month-long race against death - “a tale of shipwreck, hardship and privation ... of 
suffering and endurance almost beyond credence” - intrigued Victorians, 80 years ago. 


This teas the remarkable saga of 
the ill-fated Hawaiian barque Thos . 
R. Foster , which perished in the 
lethal grip of Vancouver Island’s 
northwest coast , and of her heroic 
seamen who lived to tell the story . 

"An unknown barque wre c ke d on the weal 
roast—Indiana brine the new* out of m crew of 
30, 13 are drowned." cried OalewM headline-, 
Feb. 24. 2887. 

Details «f the tragedy were scant, little being 
known b eyo n d the fact Indiana had brought news 
at a ship lost with two-thirds at her crew near 
Clavoquot Sound, and that per mi s si o n had been 
requested at Ottawa to dispatch the lighthouse 
tender Sir lames Douglas to the rescue. 

A week later, the Douglas returned to 
Victoria wito Capt. W. ¥. Rugg. hie 17-man crew, 
and an exciting account at human stamina. 

"We left Ksqnlmilt on the evening at the 9th 
Dee. tor Honolulu with 1,950 tons at Wellington 
coal as cargo,** Capt. Rugg told a r e p orter. "We 
got outside the oape, all right, at daylight On the

afternoon at the Mto, took a 8.W. gale and (the) 
■hip commenced to make an unusual quantity of 
water on the 12th, and with constant laboring 
Increased making water up till the 14th, when (I) 
found it ne c ess a r y to sail all hands to the 
pumps.*' 

During the ned 14 bsurs, the Foster's seaman 
had manned her pumps steadily. But it was a 
losing battle. With each passing hour, the seas 
lapped kigher in her coal-laden holds, as a second 
sou’-weater bludgeoned her from above. Settling 
deeper in the raging gen, the collier answered her 
helm sluggishly, forcing Rugg to abandon all 
attempts to maintain eaurse and, instead, limp 
before the wind for Chpe Slattery’s Neah Bay. 

Early on the 18th, the weary master sighted a 
smudge on the hart**; Capa Flattery was 20 
miles distent. But ft was not to be. During the 
morning, the gale subsided to “dead calm," only 
to veer around from the northeast and renew its 
assault on the beleaguered barque. 

"I then head ed (the) ship to the northward, 
trying to fetch the Vancouver Island shore, 
having ik feet of water In the hold,* Rugg 
recounted. "On the IRh, finding the ship laboring 
so heavily and water increasing, (I) had to keep 
(her) away for fear of staving her decks in, 
luffing her up when X saw a chance to do so. 

"On the 13th, the haze over the land Mt up 
and we sighted breakers under lead and head, 
which proved to be about eight miles to (he asst 
at Cape Cook. I then headed the ship to where X 
thought the smoothest piece to ground her. tad) 
In order to save Hfe. ran the ship in bet w ee n tbs 
focks as close as X could get until toe took 
ground." 

If it sounds easy — It wasn’t. 

For those aboard the doomed Foster had 
beached her in the worst stretch of jagged reefs 
and vicious storms to he found the length of 
Vancouver Island's west coast — worse, even, 
than the dreaded Graveyard of the Pacific, known 
Cor a wreck for each mile. 

Situated halfway between Kyuquot and 
Quatsino Sounds, Cape Cook — “a bold 
promontory," Capt. Cbok described it in 1778 — 
forms the craggy toe at Brooks Peninsula, a 60- 
■qmre-mfie boot of 3fiM-foot hills and dense 
forests. A mile offeh ur c mm barren Solandar 
Island, Inhabited only by sea Ilona, birds and 
stunted trees. 

George Nicholson, in Vancouver Island’s West 
Coast describes the region graphically. "Without 
a doubt, this 60-mile stretch of coastline, with its 
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deep indentations, aeoamding for an additiona l 

several hundred miles, is the most desolate and 
god-forgotten piece oi real estate in British 
Columbia ... 

"Viewed from the deck of a passing steamer, 
the scene today is the same as when Cook first 
saw it through his telescope. Not a wisp of 
smoke, not a tree disturbed, and the only sign of 
life, the sea birds and sea lions On Solander 
Island. Here one is about as far from civilization 
on Vancouver Island as It is possible to get." 

This is the grim no-man's-land of reef and 
storm into which Capt. Rugg skilfully urged his 
sinking command, 82 years ago.

The leaking Foster had shuddered to a halt 
some distance tram shore, her holds flooded to a 
depth of 13 feet. On deck, her frightened company 
fought to launch two of her lifeboats in the 
crashing surf, only to see them smashed to pieces 
against her side. 

Desperately, the seamen launched their last 
■op*. a smaller craft, against a rising crescendo 
tS ssBapring bulwarks and upp er w o rka . The 
barfwe’s canvas had long been ripped away, her 
Lompdss and btomaole carried off In the surf. 

Somehow, the first refugees reached the 
temporary safety of shore in their cockleshell 
boat, then completed two further trips between 
ship and shore wtfc toe r em ai nder of their 
shipmates. 

Then, in the dark and cold, Capt. Rugg had 
taken stock of the meagre supplies they had 
managed to save from the wreck. His check 
brought the full horror of their position home with 
hammer-like suddenness: 

Eighteen men had to exist indefinitely on one 
box of soda crackers, a ham, “some bacon," and 
10 cans of meat and fruit. 

“In conversation with nfembers of the crew," 
the Ootanist reported, “their life on the barren 
rocky shore was learned, and is a tale at 
hardship, suffering and endurance almost beyond 
credence. When they landed the first night all 
hands were played out by constantly being at the 
pumps for four days and nights without sleep. 

“A small fire was lit and was the only 
seeming comfort they had during a freezing cold 
rainy night, lying an the rocks, some barefooted 
and in their shirt sleevrs.** 

Several sailors had been stripped naked while 


s tr u ggling through the surf, the surging waves 

even stealing shoes and socks, and were forced to 
obtain what pitiable warmth they could from the 
fire. In following days, some shoes, clothing and 
sail canvas washed ashore from the disintegrating 
barque, to be eagerly dried by those in need, tha 
latter being used to fashion a crude tent. 

Capt. Rugg had maintained strict discipline 
from the first, rationing his men to a single 
cracker and a tiny bowl of brackish mussel and 
clam soup daily. With salvaged yarn, the 
shipwrecked mariners constructed snares; “when 
a seagull was caught it furnished a choice 
•upper.” 

On the second day, Rugg ordered four men to 
start along the beach. The disheartened explorers 
returned the following day to report that way 
impossible. 

“Often they had to crawl over where a 
surefooted goat could scarecely pass, sometimes 
cm their hands and knees through thick brush, 
often wading icy cold waters up to the shoulders, 
at all times suffering severely from lack of food 
and clothing-" 

After resting overnight, the seamen started 
again, on Dec. 21, in the opposite direction. Three 
days tram camp, on Christmas Eve, they decided 
a raft would afford faster travel and set about 
constructing the float of drif twood. Climbing 
aboard, they paddled awkwardly toward deep 
water, but, a quarter-rafle from the beach, the 
raft suddenly broke apart, plunging them into the 
frigid aea. 

Fortunately, all four reached a rocky Uet 
where, after resting, they launched a large log 
into the surf. Straddling their ungainly, rolling 
anmm a nd. the seamen paddled back to shore with 
sticks, Undaunted, they pressed onward, until 
finally barred by a river. Weak from hunger and 
exposure, without tools, they could do nothing but 
bead beck. 

Eating the last of the precious rations Capt 
Rugg had jealously stinted them, some raw 
bacon, they had turned toward camp. At a 
deserted fishing village, they stopped for the 
night, when one noticed four mice attacking toe 
rotting heed at a cod on toe beach. Ever as 
carefully—it la not recorded how—toe starving 
sailor* captwwd toe rodents, “which were boiled 
■tel considered a great delicacy." 

Reaching camp at last, the men collapsed in 
exhaustion. Their fruitless trek had lasted eight 
days. 

Rugg then detailed a party of 10 to try once 
more. This time their determination paid off. 
Three days out, they built a raft and successfully 
crossed an Inlet to an Island, the voyage by 
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paddles of driftwood taking a full day. But (heir 
Buffering was almost over, for a day later, they 
sighted two Indian canoes. 

Their hoarse shouts of Joy soon brought the 
native alongside, who rushed them to their camp 
near Kyuquot pound, then reseaed Capt. Rugg 
and the others still on the beach. The fishermen 
could offer only boiled flour and dried salmon, 
“but these were luxuries” the celebratir® 
seamen. 

Particular^ after their attempts, towards the 
end, to cook kelp. The experiment had proven a 
failure, however, the kelp being "unpalatable. ” 

The Indians nursed them as best they could 
for nine days, when they brought Father Nicoiaye 
from Kyuquot, "who proved an angel of mercy to 
the shipwrecked seamen.” The good priest soon 
had them transferred to his parish, boarding 
{hem in the village schoolhouse until word was 
tent to Victoria and the Sir James Douglas 
arrived 42 days later. 

Brooding Cape Cook has known shipwreck too 
bften over the years, even in the present days of 
miracle-working navigational aids. 

Eleven years before the ordeal of the Thos. 
R. Foster, another Hawaiian barque, the lumber- 
laden Mauna Kea, had crashed ashore after being 
adrift for two weeks. Unlike the Foster, three of 
Mauna Kea’s men were lost. 

When tlie rest of her crew -did reach shore 
safely, it was to be seized by Indians who held 
(them for ransom. HMS SparK>whawk brought 
them to Victoria unharmed after two seamen 
escaped to Fort Rupert and sent word of their 
comrades' plight 

Mr. Nicholson records other vessels which 
have died near Cape Cook: the whaling schooner 
Jane Gray In May, 1893, a disaster which claimed 
36 lives; the barque William Foster, 1901; sealing 
schooner Triumph, 1903, with all hands, and many, 
more, mostly fishing vessels. 

One of the more dramatic tragedies enacted 
In this haunted wilderness, and not unlike that of 
the Thos. R. Foster, was that of the Peruvian 
Libertad. Thirty years old, and loaded with 
Chilean nitrates for the Victoria Chemical Works,- 
the 400-ton barque had been at sea a month, when 
“the vessel sprang a leak, having previously 
experienced terrible weather,” wrote the Colonist, 
i “The crew of 10 men were set to work at the 
pumps and the vessel continued northward, Capt. 
Arena expecting to complete his voyage. He had 
not counted, however, on the weather experienced 
off the Pacific coast at this time of year, and as 
the barque continued to be driven northward the 
water continued to gain.” 

Steadily, Libertad had been battered north¬ 
ward, passing Cape Flattery and Juan de Fuca 
Strait. 

“The experience of the men must have been 
terrible, but in the way of South American 
mariners, wher asked they simply hold up their 
hands and look piteously at the questioner.” 

For two bitter months, the Peruvians worked 
their pumps as the hungry seas reached ever 
higher, if ever so slowly. Amazingly, during their 
ordeal, they did not sight another vessel. They 
were alone, drifting steadily farther from lanl, on 
a sinking ship. 

Finally, Capt. Arena gave the order to 
abandon ship. “The largest boat on the barque 
was dropped from the davits, a sack full of bread 
was thrown into her and the crew got in, prepared 
to face almost anything in preference to further 
work at the pumps.” 

Capt. Arena knew only that they were 50-60 
miles from the northern end of Vancouver Island, 
“but of what they-had to put up with after 
reaching shore, he knew nothing." 

Despite a running sea, the Peruvians reached 
Cape Code, safely landing amid the breaker* in a 
■mall bay. Once ashore, the stranded seamen 
faced the same agonizing terror those of the 
Foster had endured years before: death by 
starvation or exposure, miles from rescue. 

For four torturous days, they trudged.

Steering a zigzagging course the fisherman 
makes the lure rise and sink to different levels, 
particularly important when fishing bars. This 
also swings the lure over a wider area of water. 

By varying the outboard’s speed, the angler 
varies the speed and the depth of the lure.

Another technique is to tie a string of flashing 
spoons from the stem of the boat.

He might 
reel in line, only to let it out without removing 
the lure from the water. 

Actually this erratic angler Is only practising 
good trolling techniques. He's also using one of 
the most practical methods known to take any 
game fish. 

Since fish don’t hold up signs telling where 
they are. the trailer must experiment. likely 
hot spots are rocky points, the mouths of feeder 


“Oh. how hungry." said one in broken 
English, upon rescue. "Sometimes we crawled 
like cats; other times climbed like monkeys, but 
all the time walk and no food." 

Four days and night later, they stumbled into 
the camp of three prospectors, to learn that in 
their desperate trek to safety, they had achieved 
but four miles. 

The sailors' ordeal had not ended entirely, 
however, the heroic prospectors risking their own 
life and limb in leading them to civilization. 

Today Cape Cook is as lonely as ever, visited 
only by the occasional trapper and Indian 
fishermen, and the sea Bom, unchanged since the 
perilous days of sail when ships and men fought 
and died in her desolate arena. 
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Comparatively few Canadians know anything about the past prime ministers of Canada* 
We are apt to know much more about the presidents of the United States. Most of us, 

I suppose, can place Sir John A. Macdonald and Sir Wilfrid Lawrier, and perhaps 
Mackenzie King, but that’s about all until fairly recently.

The aanowMemcnt was decorous, so as to not 
too much to plunge the people into sorrow: 

"LONDON — Sir Charles Tapper, Canadian 
high commissioner to the United Kingdom, has 
cabled acting Premier Mackenzie Bowed: 'You 
will be shocked to learn that our dear friend, Sir 
John Thompson, dted at Windsor Castle, where he 
went by the Queen's command. He and I both had 
the Queen’s command to dine and sleep there. I 
am now going immediately to London to make 
such engagements an are required by this terrible 
calamity.” 

From Ottawa come this despatch: "When Sir 
Charles' confirmatory message came the last 
vestige of hope was gone, and as Mr. Bowell laid 
the despatch upon his desk he burst into tears. 

"Meantime some inkling of the terrible 
tragedy had reached Indy Thompson at her 
residence here. 

"Some hr sinless idiot having heard the news 
downtown, called upon the premier's residence by 
telephone and asked if any news had been 
received of Sir John’s death. 

"It was a trying hour for the stricken widow, 
until the final intelligence came to her through 
the acting premier, who personally called upon 
her. 

"The grief of Lady Thompson and her family 
as the awful truth finally dawned upon them is 
far too sacred a thing to parade before the world. 
Whatever Sir John was to this country he was 
Infinitely more to his devoted wife and 
affectionate children. 


"He was all the world to them and a veil 
mat therefore be drawn over the agony of their 
at itok eu (marts. Sir John was but 50 yean of 


There were many despatches out of Ottawa; 
"Search the whole range of British history as (me 
may it would be impossible to find record of a 
more tragic ending to a brilliant career than that 
which has closed the career of Sir John 
Thompson. 

"Words fail to adequately ex pr ess toe 
tot em it j of the gloom which is hanging aver 
O t t a wa, aa weB as over the ent il e country. 

"When the first press message came to hand 
the news ran Thro ugh the city Hke a flash, and 
almost confused e v er y one; scarcely a dosen 
believed it." 

A special cable reached The Colonist from 
Loudon: "AH the reports agree that the Qaeea la 
deeply moved by Sir John Thompson's death. Her 
Majesty has expressed .profound regret and 
sympathy with the widow. 

“Sir Charles Tupper was summoned to the 
Queen's presence by a special courier. He bad a 
bag audience. 

"The co n c en s us of opinion among those best 
acquainted with Sir John is that he died of h e a rt 
disease. Nobody can remember bearing him 
complain of symptoms of apoplexy. 

The Marquis of Brendalbaoe was with Sir 
John when he was stricken. He gave aut a 
statement: "I aaw Sr John on the station at 
Paddington and travelled to Windsor hi the same 
saloon with him. 

"He appeared to be all right then, and 
afterwards at the meeting of the Privy Council 
meeting at Windsor Castle, presided over by the 
Queen. 

"We then retired to the luncheon room. The 
Queen was nc4 presen t there. We had been invited 
to dine with Her Majesty that evening and stay 
overnight at the Castle. 

"While we were sitting at luncheon. Sir John 
suddenly fainted. One of the servants and I each 
took an arm and got him into the next room and 
placed him beside the window. I got trim some 
water, and sent the servant for brandy. 

“In a short time he recovered somewhat and 
seemed much distressed at having made what he 
regarded as a scene, and remarked: It seems too 
weak and foolish to faint like this.' 

*1 replied: ‘One does not faint on purpose; 
pray do not distress yourself about the matter. 

"He then begged me to return to my 
luncheon, but, of course, I would not hear of this. 

I remained with him until he appealed to have 
completely recovered, and he rose to accompany 
me hack to the ltmeheoo apartment I offered him 
my arm, but he walked unaided. He cheerfully 
remarked: ‘I am all right now, thank you.’

r Atomic pollution of B.C. and its 
effect on wildlife grows alarmingly 
ominous by the month. Health of 
hunters is also imperilled by the 
consumption of their kill — par¬ 
ticularly caribou and deer. Diet of 
these meat eaters raises their radio¬ 
activity level above 22 times that 
of consumers of domestic live¬ 
stock. 


fallout to lung - career. by tests with a geiger 
counter. From this experimentation be feels there 
exists enough evidence to warrant additional 
research. 

His findings are somewhat confirmed by 
similar ones announced, in 1964, by two Harvard 
scientists, who said significant traces of radio¬ 
active element polonium were found in lung tissue 
of cancer victims. 

Meanwhile, the radioactive form of Iodine, 
tanged as iodine-131 may be affecting thyroid 
glands of children. Large amounts of this 
substance comes fnjfrf^milk as well as other 
foods. 

Suspicions over this iodine were awakened 
several years ago but remained latent until the 
hazard was discovered by researchers in 
concentrations of iodine-131 in thyroids at children 
exposed to fresh fallout. In particular was the 
stunted growth of two Rongeiap children. 


means that the early bird that catches the 
proverbial worm is the very one to suiter most 
fro m highly (cncentraM radioactivity. 

Another illustration of contamination hap¬ 
pened at White Oak Lake, near Hanfard, close to 
Richland, Washington, U.S.A. A reactor there for 
plutonium production emptied Its coating water 
into this lake. Shortly afterwards, ducks which 
had stopped over during their migratory flight, 
for a rest, were shot down in Candda and were 
found heavily infected with radioactivity. But how 
many ducks escaped to spread the pollution aa 
they fen prey to other wildlife and very likely 
eaten by hunters? 

Looming on the horizon, as well, is a strong 
likelihood of some species at wildlife being 
annihilated from ail paJhitioa in toe Arctic. The 
narwhal whale, ducks and snow geese are 
particularly cited as potential victims by Dr. 
Murray Newman. Vancouver Public Aquarium. 
Leakage from wells sunk into the water, pose, be 
•aid, the main danger. 

Another threat may be pollution resulting 
from a plan to set up a route through a northwest 
passage in toe Arctic tar oil tankers, he added. 

Pollution from dr Mug off Vancouver Island hi 
one more pebble en the sea cow’s back — if any 
leaks occur: this happens to be a very big IF. 
Unless this rush tor money Is subordinated to 
preserve our fsikuHixii t wildlife faces carte**- 
initiation and man himself may well end up as a 
tky bag of bones. 

The most vtolnt ef man-made pollution to 
wildlife and human b e i ngs Is the wide-spread use 
of DDT. DDT aecnsnoialee and increases beyond 
toe calculation of tone and space because, in like 
radioactivity it doesn’t break down, and we are 
stuck with it until end of the world.

Hardest hit, so far, are Eskimos, living near 
the Arctic circle, from eating caribou and 

reindeer, which feed principally on lichen, a plant 
noted for absorbing unlimited amounts of bcsnb 
fallout. 

In a thorough checkup of fa Bout dangers, U.S. 
public health scientists reported that regular 
eaten of this meat showed a radtocadve cesium 
count four times higher than found elsewhere in 
the area. The southern panhandle and some 
northern interior villages were excluded though 
the hazard is prevalent across mast of Alaska. 

Stubborn levels at radioactive cesium-137 is 
increasing and experts believe certain kinds of 
cancer, including leukemia, is traceable to this 
pollution. Maximum permissible level of cesium, 
on a constant basis Is three micrnouries, 
measurement of radiation, based on one-millionth 
of a curie, produced by one gram of radium. 

Associate professor of dentistry. Dr. Murray 
Hbnt, at University of Toronto, is busily 
measuring amount of strontium-90 in babies’ 
teeth. The distressing fact is ttat Canadian 
children have been absorbing this radioactive 
substance in ever-increasing amounts. How much 
worse is it for Eskimos and wildlife? 

A British-born chemist, Dr. Colman Porter, 
teacher at Shawnigan Lake Boys School, links

Wildlife. which Is even more exposed to 
fallout, carry these radioactive wastes in highly 
concentrated forms until it is eaten by another 
animal or by man. Lichen, a combination of 
fungus and alga, the deer and caribou diet, 
absorbs 100 per cent of radiation contamination. 

Lichen grows rather peculiarly, somewhat 
slow, and the radio-active particles may remain 
hot there for years as it adds to the food 
contamination chain. The problem is -that this 
plant draws nourishment from the air instead of 
from the ground: it is the first link in spreading 
fallout throughout the Arctic. Since nature 
recognizes no boundaries the distribution of 
fallout rapidly make* inroads to the southern 
areas. 

The buildup of radioactive waste gets 
astonishingly concentrated as it travels through 
the food chain. River plankton, for a little 
example, may average above 2.00Q times greater 
than radioactivity in the water. Which simply

“As the hearse was driven out at toe Castle's 
Henry VUIth gate the Queen stood in the window 
above St. George's Gateway to witness the 
departure of the sad procession. 

“In front of the black horses walked four men 
carrying the coffin lid. 

“Miss Thompson, the premier's (laugher, rods 
la a close carriage. 

"As the four horses, plumed and heavily 

draped, drew the hearse down the castle hill, to* 


“At the station. Sir Charles Tupper assisted 
Miss Thompson from her carriage. She was 
thickly veiled, almost beyond recognition. 

“At the request ai Sr Charles Mr. William 
Reynolds Stephens and Mr. Joseph Whitehead 
each took a piaster east of toe face of Sir John, 
for the purpose of necking a tost. 

“In Irada the remains were placed in a 
leaden coffin and removed to toe Roman Catholic 
church to Spanish Place. The coffin was covered 
with a pall of rich velvet with golden crosses and 
heavy fringe. The coffin is of mahogany, with gilt 
mounting. 1 ’ 

By the Queen's special command, RMS 
Blenheim was ordered to carry the body across 
the Atlantic to Canada: “Eight bluejackets 
removed the coffin from the train at Portsmouth. 

“The massed bands ashore played the Dead 
March, the marines and sailors reversing aims. 
The Blenheim was painted black fore and aft, her 
gangway being draped with black cloth. 

'The procession halted aa the main deck, and 
the coffin was towered Ms the mortuary 
chamber, ti«e eaptam's cabin.“ 

There was further emae wy when Blenheim 
readied Halifax. A special casameasorato mass 
was held in the Basifica at Ottawa, and the 
Lieut en ant-Governor of British Columbia and Mr*. 
Edgar Dewdney we re there, aa well as the 
Governor-General ai Creeds nod the Countess of 
Aberdeen.

“Soon half-masted Dags in every pari of the 
city testified to toe sorrow of the public. The 
James Bay Athletic Association concert for toe 
evening was eaneefled. and toe legislature 
adjourned with expressions af sympathy and 
regret.” 

In Vancouver, too, every ftog was at hnV 
mast “in the dismal winter’s rain, and the town 
put on an air at mourning The outgoing trains 
were drained heavily in Mack. 

“ ‘Three Sir Johns (MacdonaM, Abbott, Thomp¬ 
son! deeply loved by the public have passed away 
In four years,” said Mr. Qjrbould, MP.

FIRST NOVEL SHOWS 
EXCEPTIONAL MERIT 


The Knights of Dark Re¬ 
nown is a first novel of excep¬ 
tional merit, a happy blend of 
diligent research and fine 
writing. 

THE KNIGHTS OF DARK BE 
VOWS, by Graham Shelby; Col¬ 
lins; ZSI pa pen; 45.54. 

Three years ago young Graham 
Shelby took a calculated risk by 
removing himself from the rat-race 
and devoting himself full-time to a 
study -of the near-fictional world of 
the Crusaders. This novel represents 
the first fruits of his labor. 

With a natural gift of story-telling 
■nd characterization, Shelby takes 
ui back 800 years to the colorful and 
dramatic world of Bohemond and St. 
Louis, of 5 ala din and Richard die 
Lionbeart, people larger than life 
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with brighter virtues and blacker 
vices than their contemporaries. 

To this day the sheer improba¬ 
bility of the Crusades still astounds, 
both in Its heroism and in Ks 
villainy, with massacre and cruelty 
carried out by knights who lived by 
a code of chivalry. 

Shelby concentrates his story in 
the person of the redoubtable 
Reynald of Chatillon, a man who 
knew neither fear nor mercy and,^ 
whose monstrous exploits in the ■ 
name erf Christianity culminated in 
the battle of the Horns of Hattin. 

By balancing the violence of 
events with an eye for light and 
color and an insatiable curiosity 
about human motives, Shelby has 
succeeded in embellishing the his¬ 
torical record to create a most 
exciting book. 

Not surprisingly, Shelby has 
unearthed so much material that he 
Is already working on a sequel. So 
talented is he, public demand is 
likely to compel him to produce a 
series.—jE. D. W-H.

ADVENTURE IN 
UNTAMED LAND 


Alone with his trustworthy dog, 
Ishmah, Palliser wandered for nine 
months through the wilds of eastern 
Montana and western North Dakota. 

The savagery of the land and its 
people appealed to the hardy 
sportsman and strengthened his love 
for this untamed sector of the New 
World. 

Upon returning to civilization in 
mid-1848, Palliser was encouraged to 
publish an account of his adven¬ 
tures. This he did, the original 
Solitary Rambles and Adventures of 
a Hunter In the Prairies first 
appearing in London in 1853. 

The book became such an 
immediate success that it was soon 
reprinted as The Solitary Hunter. 

Since then this classic account of 
adventure in an untamed land has 
been unavailable. Its long overdue 
reappearance is therefore to be 
welcomed by all.—A.R.M.

crumbled and their paintings were 
purchased by the National Art 
Gallery and exhibited abroad. Hie 
point was made: Canada had an art 
of its own. 

One of the two surviving mem¬ 
bers of the original Group of Seven 
is La wren Harris, now 84 and living 
in Vancouver (the other la A. Y. 
Jackson, now 87) and a generous 
sample of his lifetime’s work is 
presented in a just-published 
sumptuous volume, titled simply 
Lawren Harris. 

This truly magnificent book is in 
effect a review of La wren Harris’s 
working life. The chosen paintings 
show a range of the work produced 
from 1910 to 1968, from ''representa¬ 
tional" portraits and paintings of 
houses and streets, through the 
powerful, almost spiritual, three- 
dimensional landscapes of the North, 
to his final abstractions. 

The text of Lawren Harris 
consist* of selections trom the 
artist's writings — published 
articles, notebooks and Contrasts, a 
volume of poems published in 1922. 

What Harris, says forms the 
context of the paintings, and the 
paintings form the context of what 
he says. Harris paints as a 
communicative way of life, but to 
non-artists, his writings, obviously 
designed to clarify thought by sifting 
ideas and sorting out observations, 
are invaluable as an aid to 
understanding. 

Hie poetic prose, In which 
Lawren Harris bares his artistic 
soul, is complemented by a bril¬ 
liantly written introduction to the 
work, written by Northrop Frye.

These men, landscape painters 
*H, believed that European tech¬ 
niques, then accepted a* the only 
suitable form of art. expression, 
eouid not create a type of painting 
suitable to Canada. 

Their avowed intention was to 
build a Canadian style, a rough. 
Vigorous style, reflecting the savage 
landscape of this country. 


The first exhibition of their works 
— titled An Exhibition by a Group of 
Seven Painters — was staged in 1920 
at the Art Gallery of Toronto. With 
one accord, public, art critics and 
Bellow painters damned the exhibi¬ 
tion. Several even went as far as 
saying that this new art would 
discourage immigration to Canada!

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Violence, Treachery Always Inherent in Russian Character

We in the West are apt 
to regard the Russian in¬ 
vasion of Czechoslovakia 
and the earlier bloody 
intervention in Hungary 
as actions peculiar to 
Soviet and Communist 
power politics. This is m 
fallacious assumption . 

TOtt feet is feat domination of the 
Balkans and a foothold in fee 
IfLittoaiaimui haw been the eai* 


author, a gifted journalist, demon¬ 
strated the ghastly consequences of 
the love of conspiracy which is and 
always has been inherent in the 
Russian character. 

In 1881 Tolstoy was horrified, by 
the assassination of Czar Alexander 
H. He felt that those responsible, 
the descendants of the Nahiliats who 
preached destruction of moral 
ethics, were spreading a poison that 
threatened the entire fabric of 
Russian society. 

Tolstoy begged the new czsr to 
pardon the assassins as an act of 
Christian mercy, reasoning that the 
act might Jerk the country to its 
senses. Alexander HI not only 
refused, but encouraged his officials 
to copy the methods of violence and 
treachery as the main technique for 
expanding Russian influence in 
Europe. 

This Idiotic decision inevitably led 
to fee two movements, subversion at 
borne and subversion abroad, not 
only stimulating but feeding one 
another. The aims were different, 
one to overthrow the czar, fee dher 
to increase the czar's power, but 
both mov ement s were revolutionary. 

They flourished side by side and 
of course didn’t stop with the seizure 
of power by the Bolsheviks in 1917. 
The belief, postulated by Nechaev, 
fee father of Bolshevism, in Ms 
chiUtog Revolutionary Catechism, 
that the end Justifies the means, 
became a part of Russian Qaamo- 
niat policy and the imperialism of 
the white czars was copied and 
improved by the Red czars. 

And that's what The Basslan 
Dogger is a® about, namely fee 
similarity between fee two Russians, 
past and present, a similarity that is 
both startling and depressing. 

The depressing thing about Rus¬ 
sian revolutionaries, past and 
present, is feat their love of intrigue 
prechides a final objective and 
makes fee means an end in itself. 

In fee Russian context, Czar 
Alexander II was an enlightened 
monarch. In feet be was on the 
point of furthering liberal refirms 
by instututing a parliamentary ays* 
tern when he was assassinated by 
NHfsts who, far from wanting the 
liberalism they demanded, actually 
feared an increased popularity of 
the monarchy. 

The assassination, to the NW- 
lists' delight, caused the new Czar 
Alexander m to reinstate the 
repressive measures of his grand¬ 
father, the tyrant Nicholas X. 

Incidentally, fee students reacted 
In a way that sounds familiar to us: 
“young men let their hair grow kng 
and wore unconventional dress and 
young women cut their hair short 
and practised free love” 

The bulk of The Rmwias Dagger 
Is concerned with the goings-on in 
the Ruritanian oountries of Bosnia, 
Montenegro, Serbia, Macedonia and 
Herzegovirm. The tin pot kings and 
prinoea of these toy states were 
pawns bt the murderous political 
machinations of the rival Balkan 
powers, Russia and Austria. 

Virginia Cowles threads her way 
through pJot and counter-plot with 
superb literary dexterity, dwelMng 
on each Incident only long enoufte to 
weave it into the general fabric. 
Only once does this disciplined 
approach falter. 

In recounting fee events leading 
to the murders of King Alexander 
and Queen Drags at Serbia (they 
were hacked to pieces by swords). 
Miss Cowles allowed herself to be 
carried away feitn writing In exces¬ 


sive detail. But that’s the sole fault 
in this brilliant, book, which ends 
with the assassination at Sarajevo of 
Archduke Franz Ferdinand, tbs 
event feat t i i g g eie d the First World 
War. 

Over and over again one is made 
to realize that the Communists are 
not innovators but only improvers of 
the technique* they inherited. 

Way back in 1890, for instance, 
we learn that fee Russian monastery 
at lit. Athoa in Greece was both an 
arsenal and espionage centre, filled 
wife agents posing as monks. And 
that at fee same period the Russian 
foreign office invented the scheme 
of paying people to stage “spoo* 
taneous’’ demonstrations to influ¬ 
ence Off Mon in democratic cow- 
trie*. 

Czar Nicholas I had a tendency ta 
declare people insane if he did not 
agree wife them. A parallel to this 
uuu a iwl only last week when five 
dtosldent Soviet intellectuals who 
had signed a human rights protest 
were rent to a psychiatric hospital. 

Why has Russia produced so 
many great writers and musicians, 
but so lew great rulers? Why la 
there always a new tyrant to taka 
the place of the old? Does it spring 
from fee Asiastic streak in the 
Russian claracter? Or is It perhaps, 
as Tolstoy prophesized, a natural 
consequence of the rejection of 
Christianity? 

In The Bauiii Dagger, Virginia 
Cowles makes no attempt to answer, 
but sha trite what happened and if 
we ignore her story, wife Its obvious 
moral, we do so at our peril. 

Part of fee index to this book has 
been transposed. This minor point is 
noted here as a futher protest by 
this reviewer of fee increasing 
disregard for excellence shown by 
publishers. Such sloppiness is un¬ 
pardonable in a book costing 111.20,

When Vancouver Island teat am in¬ 
fant Crown colong nearly a century ago 
it wat kart that the gallant tailing thipt 
from the old world stopped to replenish 
their supply of froth water.

So reads the inscription on a 
bronze plaque affixed to a five-foot 
concrete marker at the junction of 
Helmcken Road and View Royal 
Avenue, overlooking Lim ekiln 
Cove on Esquimalt Harbor. 

Several agencies assisted the 
Thermopylae Club in the erection 
of this monument. The B.C. gov¬ 
ernment travel bureau provided 
the plaque , and public-spirited 
Victoria building supply firms the 
concrete. The provincial depart¬ 
ment of public works cleared the 
site and felled several trees which 
obstructed the view. 

The cove is an indentation of Plumper Bay, 
the name by which the upper part of Esquimau 
Harbor is known. It was named by Captain G. H. 
Richards, RN. after his ship: H. M. Survey 
Vessel Plumper, an auxiliary steam a loop, 
barque-rigged, 484 tons, on this station from 1857 
to 1861.

The cove itself is not named on marine 
charts, but old*time residents have always known 
it by the name Limekiln because of an old lime 
working which once stood on the hill immediately 
above it. Currently, the cove Is used by View 
Royal residents as a mooring place for small 
boats and planes. 

A few feet below the monument water can be 
seen flowing from a corrugated-iron culvert. This 
is the same stream from which the ships obtained 
their fresh water. We are told that It was once a 
picturesque little creek, with wild flowers growing 
along its banks and a miniature waterfall where 
it spilled over the edge of the cliff. Its source was 
a spring several hundred feet farther up the hill, 
which maintained a steady flow of almost ice-cold 
water all year round. 

The volume at the culvert mouth is a mere 
trickle now, compared with the flow of the 
original stream, for since development of the 
surrounding area much of the water has been 
diverted elsewhere by drainage ditches. 

In the early days Esquimau was a British 
naval base, but merchantmen also used the 
harbor extensively. These were mostly sailing 
ships, some engaged in general trade, others 
which brought out Welsh coal for the navy. 

How many people hereabouts are alive today 
who remember the time when these gallant 
sailing ships — as the plaque tells us — 
replenished their supply of fresh water from this 
little creek? Few, if any at all. 

Fortunately, however, we have the story on 
record from the lips of one who did: the late Miss 
Amy Isabella Stewart, who was born within a 
stone’s throw of the creek and lived there all her 
life, at what is now 325 Stewart Avenue. Miss 
Stewart was one of Craigflower school’s first 
pupils. She died on Jan. 20, 1963. aged 93. Stewart 
Avenue was named after her. 

Miss Stewart was the youngest of six 
children, five at whom were boys. Her parents 
came out from Scotland in the ship Norman 
Robertson, which arrived at Esquimau in Janu¬ 
ary. 1853. Among the passengers was Kenneth 
MacKenzie who brought with him for the purpose 
of colonization 25 families consisting of trades¬ 
people of all classes. MacKenzie later established 
and managed, for the Puget Sound Agriculture 
Company, the Craigflower farm, mill and 
slaughtertkouse. The original homestead, at the 
west end of Craigflower bridge, and with much of 
its original furniture pieces still in place, is now a 
museum showpiece. 

The Norman Morrison was one erf several 
ships trading between the Old Country and 
Victoria. This was her second voyage. They 
brought out new colonists and their holds were full 
of general freight, or coal tor the navy. Cargo for 
the return voyage was mostly spars cut from 
Vancouver Island's forests, and they were then in 
great demand. The export of spars was B.C.’s 
primary industry. 

The Stewart home overlooked the cove and 
Amy, as Miss Stewart was affectionally known, 
vividly recalled how she and her brothers used to 
watch the sailors come in their longboats, towing 
behind them a barge laden with huge wooden 
barrels. 

The barrels were filled by means of a long 
hose from a makeshift reservoir halfway down 
the steep bank. Filling them was a slow process. 
Meanwhile, glad of an opportunity to stretch their 
legs after a long voyage, the sailors roamed 
about, more often than not. Miss Stewart related, 
in the direction of the nearby Helmcken farm 
orchard where they stuffed their shirts with 
apples and other fruit in season, vegetables and 
probably a chicken or two when no one was 
looking.

The ships officers also came ashore, to 
purchase products from the farm and enjoy and 
Stewart family's hospitality. In turn the family 
would visit the ships, when, a Miss Stewart 
further recalled, father would come back home 
with a handle of Old Country newspapers — now 
usually around three months old, the boys with 
their shirts stuffed with ship's biscuits (hard¬ 
tack), which in those days all children who lived 
by the sea loved, and herself,, if it chanced to be a 
warship, with a prized sailor's cap, ship’s name 
and all on the ribbon. 

Officers from the different naval shipe, all 
auxilliary (steam) square-riggers in those days, 
not only visited the Stewart family, but the people 
at both the Helmcken and Craigflower farms. 
Game was plentiful and they seldom returned 
without a deer or a good bag of grouse. 

The Dr. J. S. Helmcken 370-acre Seaview 
Farm took In the greater part of the area now 
known as View Royal. It extended from the 
waterfront ot Esquimau Harbor back to 
Craigflower Creek, which empties into a tidal 
slough below View Royal school. The farm 
supplied the naval ships with fresh meat, milk, 
eggs, vegetables and fruit. The homestead stood 
at the lower end of what is now Kerwood Street 

At first the wily means of transportation 
between Victoria and that area was by boat 
Hone and buggy days came with the building ot 
n wagon road and the first Craigflower bridge. 
According to Miss Stewart, Craigflower Creek 
was then known as Deadman’s Creek, from the 
fact that the body of a sailor, believed to have 
been murdered by an Indian, was found in the 
stream. 

The Four Mile House which still stands on the 
Old Island Highway hill, just above the railway 
overbridge, will in time become yet another View 
Royal showplace of days gone by. A 40-minute 
drive by horse-drawn cab from Victoria, this 
establishment was once a popular late-hour 
rendezvous for tired city professional and 
businessmen. If its walls could only talk, many a 
good tale could be told. A few of these same 
gentlemen are still around.
